H E N tbe Government of a f.ee Peo- 
pic is.felt to be •ppreflive on the 
Community ; when its meafures appear to 
originate in imperfe£t conceptions ot the in- 
tererti of the whole, or inattention to the im­ 
portant concerns of any confiderable portion g 
a decent refpett for the opinions of their fel- 
low-citixen», and a juft fenfe of their own 
rights» require of that part of the Society 
which feels oppreffed or alarmed, a prompt 
and explicit declaration of their opinions.— 
Snch a courfe of proceeding, by producing 
early and frequent public difcuffions, is cal­ 
culated to fupport all fuch meafures as are 
wife and expedient ; and on the other hand 
it furniihes a leafonable opportunity to the 
Government to abandon all luch as are found 
to be impracticable or injurious ; it is calcu­ 
lated at once to ftlence the m u r m u r s of the 
People if they are unfounded) and to remove 
all their juft caufes of complaint. 


T h e Citizens of Maffacbufetts are firm and 
xralous in tbe vindication of their rights ; 
b u t their habits and their principles equally 
forbid a rcfort to violent, diforderly, or un­ 
c o n d i t i o n a l means for that purpofe. 
They 
indulge a pride in the belief that the Confti- 
tutions of Government under which tliry live 
are fo framed, as to afford a peaceable reme- 
dy, for every grievance to which they m^y be 
fubjeCted. 
T h ey have accordingly by P eti­ 
tions from various parts of the State, exprefl*- 
cd to the Prefident of the United States, thair 
fentiments on the oppreflive operation, and 
deffru&ive tendency, of the Em bargo laid on 
their (hips and veffels in December, 1807. 
T h i s Legiilatare alfo, in the fame fpirit, have 
heretofore endeavoured through their Sena­ 
tors and Reprefentatives. to communicate to 
the Government of the United States, their 
opinions and views of the fyftem of Policy 
lately adopted and purfucd by the Adminif- 
tration. 
They have feen with regret that 
thefe peaceable and refpeCtful efforts have 
n o t produced any relaxation of the rigorous 
meafures complained of ; but that on the 
contrary, it has been thought proper to en­ 
force the Em bargo by a late a£t 
exceeding 
in feverity all th a t preceded it ; an a&, which 
if continued in operation will, as we appre­ 
hend, not only complete the deflru&ion of the 
Commercial profperity, but prove highly dan­ 
gerous to the public liberty, and domeftic 
peace, of this People. This Legislature have 
alio felt the ir.oft ferious alarm, from per­ 
ceiving the other meafures, lately propofed 
and contemplated in the Congrefs of the U- 
nited States. 
A t this awful and momentous 
cnfis we ooght not to affe& ignorance of 
tliofe events, which on ordinary occaftons a 
fenfe of Decorum might forbid our noticing* 
I t would be a bafe dereliCtion of duty , it at 
fuch a moment as the prefent, we ihould per­ 
mit a too fcrupulous regard to mere forms, 
to prevent our attempting every thing pofli- 
ble for the fecurity of our conilituents, and 
for the peace and happmefs of our common 
country. 
This Legislature therefore with 
the plainnefs and fincerity which becomes the 
Ileprefentatives of a free People, and with 
{ 
¡1 the refpeCt which is due to the Honoura* 
le Body which they addrefs, do prefent this, 
their folemn Remonftrance, againft the courfe 
of meafures which is now opprcffing xhis part 
• f the U oited States. 


Commerce has been one of the chief em­ 
ployments of the People of New-Eogland 
from the fir it fettlement of the Country / ard 
their fuccefs has promoted and abundantly 
rewarded the labours of Agriculture. 
This 
lit te r in its turn has extended and encou­ 
raged Commerce * and from the joinVdpe'ra- 
tion of thele caufes, N«w. England, withd'ttt 
any great ftaple, and without any peruVi^r 
local advantage*, has conftantly and r*pi ily 
increafed in wealth, profperity, »nJ power. 
I; however the advantages of Commerce wrre 
lefi obvious and lefs important yet the ha- 
bi s of the Country fo long and firmly fila- 
bliihed, could not be fuddenly changed. wnh- 
out producing confequences «he «noli diltrelT 
ing and drII< u£\ive. 
Our H u f b v dm-'n inti 
M a n n ers cannot by an act ot Governnifn’ 
be converted into M m u f a ^ urers ; nor will 
our Merchants and Mechanics fVrr ennf'-m 
to ab m don their citirs, and m i r e from the 
S-a-fhore, *.n cl<-ar up a id cu i’i v -¡te th- Wil 
d'rn*'li.

changing the habits of a great People ; and 
moll certainly in a free Country it cannot be 
a t t e n d e d with any profpedt of fucceis. T h e 
meafures adopted by the Britifh Government, 
to interdifl or controul our Commerce, were 
among the moil powerful caufes of the R e ­ 
volution. 
T h e Power of eilabliihing Com­ 
merce is enumerated in the Declaration of 
our Independence, among*the effential rights 
of fovereignty ; and in the articles of Confe­ 
deration, Trade, Religion, and the Sovereign­ 
ty of the States, are mentioned as the three 
principal obje&s, which th a t compaft was ia- 
tended to proteffc. 
In the prefent Conilitu- 
tion of the U nited States, while the Govern­ 
ment are entruiled with a greater and more 
adequate p«wer far the protection and ex- 
tenfion of Commerce, the caution and jea. 
loufy of the People have impofed various re- 
itriliions on that power. 
The Government 
are prohibited from impofing any ta x or duty 
wh^tfoever on Exports, lett in virtue of that 
authority, they might in any degree embar- 
rafs the exportation of cur produce. 
T h e 
People have manifefted a fímilar difpofr.ion in 
ether articles of the Conftitution : and if at 
the time of framing and adopting that Inilru* 
ment, any queition had arifen as to the extent 
of the power, or the duty of the G 'Vfrn/nenr, 
in this particular ; there can he 110 doubt that 
a claufe would Ijsve been in fe ru d , moll e x ­ 
plicitly declaring the intereds of Commerce 
t o b e one of the principal inducements for 
forming the Unio n, and its encouragement 
and defence to be »mongft the firII duties of 
the Government ; while the right to annihi­ 
late or obflrufl it. would hive been explicitly 
denied. 
For a long time after the. elUbltlh- 
ment of this Government, the Fifheries, N a ­ 
vigation and Trade of the Countiy were pro­ 
t e g e d and widely extended. T I r j t furntlhed 
alinoil 
the whole revenue of the 
United 
States, and encouraged utiiverfal indullry. 
W’hen 
in the year 1794, the Commercial 
rights of the nation wrre alTul^d by Great- 
Biitain, the immortal Waihw.gton, by dig ni­ 
fied, fair and impartial negotiation, procured 
for his Country ample compenfution for pift 
injuries; and fscurity ag.tinft futur% aggref- 
fions. 
In the year 1798. our Government 
under fimilar circumüances attempted in the 
fame manner to ohtsin from France, indem­ 
nity for outrages, and a recognition of our 
rights ; and when fair negotiation was found 
to be fruitlefs, they did not heficate immedi­ 
ately to adopt meafures of defence, becoming 
an independent and powerfal People. 
The 
fuccefs of thefe wife and patriotic meafures, 
and the u n iv e rfJ fjtisfaftion manifeflcd by 
the people in their eilV&i, feemed to have 
decided forever the true policy of the United 
States. 
But in the year 1806 
wh-n our 
Commercial rights were ag*in attacked by 
the fame nation, which had but imperfeitly 
atoned for her injuries in 1798, and iti a man­ 
ner more unwarrantable, infolent, and out­ 
rageous, than before, the people expeitrd that 
the government would have recourfe to the 
fame policy which had formerly been crown­ 
ed 
with luch iignal fuccefs. 
lnftead 
of 
prompt and vigorous meafures of defence, 
they have feen the government retire from 
the confliét ; and by annihilating their whole 
foreign Commerce, tacitly confefs, that they 
are unwilling, or unable, to proteft it* 
This 
apparent inability or indifpofuion to refill 
aggreffion, has furniticd a pretence to ano­ 
ther Prince, to retaliate on his enemy through 
our unprote&ed rights. 
Thus the United 
States are placed in a fituation, unprtcedenf« 
ed it is believed in the Hiflory of the world, 
being involved at the fame moment in ferious 
Controverfies * ith two moil powerful nations, 
who are themfclves at war with each other. 


*1 he interdiction

• f it. 
1 he piople of this country are not 
accuftomed 
to clafs among their 
rights, 
fuch enjoyments and privileges 
as depend 
on the will of any fet of men whatever : 
under fuch circumllances they would ceafe 
to be the rights of a free People. 
Yet it 
is obvious that the a&s laying an Embargo 
have fufpended their Commercial rights ¡ 
and if thofs a£ts are Conilitutional, thefe 
rights can never be reftored without a con­ 
current a£t of all the Branches of the Fede­ 
ral Government. 
T h e events now p-fling 
at the feat of Government Hrongly exemplify 
the force of this remark. 
If one Branch of 
the Lrg.fliture. fii iuld be unanimoi-ily in­ 
clined to remove the Embargo, and even if 
tlie other branch 
ihould concur, yet the 
Pitfi lent of the United States may prevent 
:he paifiog of an a& for fuch a purpofe : and 
<f afterwards only twelve members of the 
Serme ihould adopt his Policy and unite in 
lupp.jrtirjg hi* ire.iiures, the Embargo mod 
r - n m n »n farce. 
Moil certainly the P-nplr 
if tin* Cou i-.r)- never intruded to fubjrtft to 
tb- d i f e r ^ m n --y po^ver of thirteen men, one

In tbe a£l of Cong refs p^iTed on the ninth 
day of January laft for enforcing 
the { re­ 
ceding E m bargo a l t, 
this Legiiltture <ee 
with extreme pain a perfeverance in the fyf- 
te m , which haa proved fo injurious to the 
Country. 
But they are Rill more ah rm ed 
from ex a m in in g ’ fome of the proviftons of 
this a£l, which appear to them bollile to the 
dignity and independence of this Com mon­ 
wealth, and fubveifive of the civil liberty 
and conftitutional rights of its citizens. They 
fee there, the rights of Individuals fubjrftcd 
to the arbitrary will of an Executive officer, 
inftead of being defined aud fecured by (land­ 
ing laws : iecret and variable inüruftions 
and orders of the Prefident, entitled to equal 
refpeA with the laws of the land : an indefi­ 
nita and almoü unlimited authority given to 
the officers of the Cufloms, 
without 
any 
warrant from a civil magiftrate, to fearch for 
and fciae the property of the citizens : ex 
cellive fureties required of men who are not 
even charged with any offence ; and exr.ef- 
five nues and penalties impofed : individuals 
expofed t o lofles and penalties, for aQions 
which were lawful at the time of committing 
them : and the benefits of a trial by jury in 
many cafes virtually denied. 
If any c u i s “!) 
who is aggrieved Ihould apply for redrefs to 
tbe laws and judicial courts of the c o m m o n ­ 
wealth, their praceffes may be impeded, their 
officers refilled, and th r ir authority put at 
defiance, by th? Handing army of the United 
States under the command of any inferior 
officer, empowcrr d by the Prefident. 
T h u s 
whenever a petty t fficer (hall be found hardy 
and adventurous m o u g h toexercifc the au­ 
thority conferred by this 
the r>vereicn y 
and indépendance of the State will be h u m ­ 
bled in the dult ; or its government m ud vin­ 
dicate by foi ce its dignity and its honor» and 
may be confequently involved in a civil war. 


This L e g i i u u r e 
cannot review without 
the raoff painful emotions the t n e a l u r r s \ f the 
general governmeat, which they have here 
Oetu conlidering. 
T h e y cannot w ithout the 
muff gloomy apprrheufions, contemplate the 
probable c o n f l u e n c e « of a peifevcranc* in 
thofe meafures. 
T h e y are conllramed re- 
fj>e£lfully, but moil unequivocally, to declare 
their convi£tion that the feveral laws before 
refened to, which i n t e r d i t the foreign Com­ 
merce of thè United States, and which have 
impofed numerous embarialiments on the 
coalling trade, muff have originated in a mif 
coullruition ef the Federal Conttituuon ; 
t h u they are contrary to the fpirit and inten­ 
tion of that indrument ; and are not warrant 
ed by any of the powers therein given by the 
People to the Congrefs of the U nited States. 
In the hops of preventing any further evil 
c o n f e r e n c e s from thefe meafures, and with 
the moll ardent defire to preferve inviolate 
the Coniiuution of thefe States, and to re 
move every fource of difcontent and j-^louly 
among the difleient members of the Union, 
this LegiÛature do folemnly remonllrate a- 
gainü the feveral a â s of Congrefs for impof- 
mg and enforcing the Embargo ; and do ear- 
neltly rcqueit your honorable body to 
the 
fame into your moil icrious coniideration, and 
by repealing them, to reftorc this people to 
their former enviable (late of Freedom, P rof 
perity, and Happinefs. 


It is impoflible to contemplate the repeal 
of the feveral a â s relating to the E m bargo, 
without conlidering the various fubffitutes 
for this meafure, which have been propofed, 
and which are now before the Public. 
This 
Legiflature feel bound to exprefs tbe ftrong 
and decided opinion they entertain on this 
fubj»&, before any of thefe propofed mea 
fures (hall be adopted. 
T h e expreflion of 
this opinion is required b y a juit fenfe of 
their own rights, and thofe of the State 
which they reprefcnt / and alfo by a due re­ 
gard to the fentiments and feelings of their 
conftituents, which are well known to the 
individuals of this Legiffature, and which 
are fo ftrongly difp'.ayed in the numerous 
petitions and memorials daily arriving from 
all parts of the Commonwealth. 


The prohibition of all intercourfe with 
France and Great-Britain and their refpec- 
tive dependencies, would 
probably prove 
fruitlr-fs and inefficient, from the extreme 
difficulty of enforcing its obfervance / and 
would thus frrve to bring into contempt the 
laws and government of the country ; or if 
enforced, it would impofe embarrailments 
on Commeicr, nearly as fatal as the ob- 
ilrudiions created by the prefer.t Em bargo, 
It would foon become a reflri&ion on 1 y on 
the orderly and well difpoO-d part of the 
community ; and wjuld furnilh opportunities 
and inducem-n'i to the officers of Govern 
ment, by occaii >nal indulgence 
and con- ] 
oivance, to promote the interefts of their 
p rrfonai or political friends. 
Dut in another 
virw of this meafure, it appears filli mori« 
erio us and alarming* 
It is obvious that if 
.he 
Embargo was 
removed, 
our citiac;ji 


would hive but little intercourfe with France 
or her dependencies. 
T h e total difregard ot‘ 
the Laws of Nations, and the obligation of 
treaties, manifeflcd by that Government ; — 
the f i*ure and detention of Neutral property 
in all parts of her dominions ; — the unprece­ 
dented Decrees »gaioft N eutral Commerce 
promulgated at Berlin, at Milan, and at Bay­ 
onne ; would deter our cittz-ns from ?dvert« 
turing in Commerce With her fuhj ¿ts. 
T h e 
prop, fed Non-intfrcourfe therefore wou'd in 
tff'tdt, apply Tolefy to Great Britain. 
T h e 
natural tendency of this meafure, which is 
u doubtedly forefeet) if not intended by f /m e 
of its advocates, would be to involve the na­ 
tion in W a r with Great-Britain , a me«fure 
which would mceflunly produce a fatal alii« 
ance with France. 


T h e p ro j-it of arming our M erchantm en 
to refift lYizures by either of the Brlligercnts, 
appears to maniteft a fpint, whii h when ex*» 
cited in a j 11 ft caufe, will Hlw.iys be warmly 
approved 
and vigoronffy fupported by the 
People of Mairichufetts. 
They cannot ceafe 
to lam ent, that fome portion of this fpirit 
had not breu exhibited, in refilling tbe firlfc 
outrage on o ur rights, by the Berlin Drcreo 
of November, 1806. 
H o u r Government; had 
at that time exprelTcd a ftrong fenfe (»1 this 
O utrage on the nation, and a liim refolution 
to vindicate and maintain its rights, thfy 
would have been mod cordially and z^alouily 
fupported by men d f ail political parties.— 
This projeit if adopted now without lim ita­ 
tion, however it m*y he intended by thofe 
who propofe it, would fpecd.ly and inevitably 
lead to a war with Great.Britain. 
France 
Ins comparatively few Ciuia-rs on the Ocean« 
which is covered by the ifupa of her enemy* 
Our vcffels would 
IVldorh encountered by 
th fe of the former power, while hardly one. 
would efcape thofe of the latter. 
AJ1 our 
aftual colltlions would neceitirily be with 
Great Britain, who would thus be n u d e to 
appear to be the only aggreifor ; and when 
the public fenlibility w»s excited by ihrf.t 
caufes, the d i d a t e s of reafon, of jufhee, and 
found policy, would ceafe to be regarded.—. 
It cannot be too often repeated, that fuch a 
W a r would necelTarily involve a d< ffruftiv# 
AMiance with France ; an Alliance which 
experience h»8 ftiewn to be more Ittal chan 
any W a r ; and which is univerfally dreaded 
th roughout this part of the United S:« :rsa 
as highly dangerous to the I n d e p e n d e n t <.f 
the N ation, and hollile to the liberties of the 
W orld.

volntionary W a r , and by our whole hillory to 
the prefent day. 
This State was among the 
fird to refill the encroachments of the Britifh 
Government at that time ; her citi», ns (liil 
retain the fame fpirit to oppofe unjull aggrrf. 
fionsfrom whatever quarter they n uy be a t . 
tempted. 
W h ile they cultivate tins fpirit, 
the pledge of their Libertie s and th-ir Inde­ 
pendence f they cher 1 lit dllo thofe moral ha. 
bits and religious principles which dillio- 
guifhed their anceflors, the firll fettlers of 
this Country. 
W hile vindicating their o^m 
rights tiKy are admoniffied candidiy to ex- 
amine, and reli^ioufly torefp c ft,th e rights of 
others. 
T h e y can never cordially engage in 
any conteft which does not appe-ir to them 
necessary to the honor and the riTcntial in- 
tereih of their Country ; nor can they ap­ 
peal with confidence to the God of Arm ies, 
in a war which doe« not appear to them to 
be just.

Commerce has been one o f the chief e m ­ 
ployments of the People of N e w -E ng la n d 
from the fir ll fettlement of the Country / ard 
their fuccefs has promoted and abundantly 
rewarded the labours o f A g ricu ltu re. 
T his 
latter in i n turn has extended and encou- 
r .g e d Commerce / and from the joinl'uyfera- 
Hon of thefe caufes, N t w . E n g l a n d , without 
any great (laplr, and without any perufi.r 
local Advantage*, baa conftantly and Tipi Iv 
iocreafed in wealth, profperity, and power. 
I f how ever the advantages of Comme ice w-re 
left obvious and leis important 
yet the ha- 
bi a of the Country fo long and firmly rd*, 
bliffird, could not be Hiddenly changed, with­ 
out producing confequfnce* »he mod cs ill re fT 
»ng and drill unlive. 
Our Hufb'rdm<»n m d 
Mariners cannot by ail »rt of Government 
br converted into M tltufarturers / nor will 
our M rrchanti and Mechanics evrr c«nf*-iu 
lo ablation their cities, and reti re from the 
S-a-fliore, to cfear up a >d cultivate the W il- 
*fern*fa. 
I he ILdory of the wr.rld b n de

changing the habiti of a great People g and 
moll certainly in a free C o u n try it cannot be 
attempted with any profpert of fucceii. 
T h e 
roeafurei adopted by the Britifh Government, 
to interdict or controul our Commerce, were 
among the mod powerful caufea of the R e ­ 
volution. 
T h e Power of ellablifhing C o m ­ 
merce is enumerated in the Declaration of 
our Independence, among'the ettential right! 
ol fovereignty ; and in the article* of C on fe­ 
deration, Trade, Religion, and the Sovereign­ 
ty of the States, are mentioned aa the three 
principal objrrta, which that compart was in­ 
tended to protert. 
In the prefent C onditu- 
tion o f the United States, while the G o v e rn ­ 
ment arr eotrulled with a greater aud more 
adequate p*wer far the protertion and ex- 
trillion of Com m erce, 
the caution and jet- 
loufy of the People have impofed various re- 
dnrtions on that power. 
T h e Government 
are prohibited from impaling any tax or duty 
wlntfoever on Exports, led in virtue of that 
authority, they might in any degree embar- 
rafs the exportation of cur pioduce. 
T h e 
People have manifefled a fimilar d if jo frio n in 
ether articles of the C o n d i c t i o n 1 and if at 
the time of framing and adopting that lnilru- 
dienc, any qurdion had arifen as to the extent 
of the power, or the duty o f the G v- rumen?, 
in this particular ; there can he no doubt that 
a claufe would have been infert-d, molt e x ­ 
plicitly declaring che interells o f Commerce 
to be one o f the principal inducements for 
forming the Union, and its encouragement 
and defence to be amongd the fiift du'iea of 
tht Government ; while the right to annihi- 
Die or obdrurt it would h .v e been explicitly 
denied. 
For a long time after th- elt.bltlh- 
rneot of this Governm ent, the F A l e n u , N a ­ 
vigation and Trade of the C o u n t 'y were pro- 
terted and Widely extended. 
T h e y f u d d l e d 
alinoil 
the wtiole revenue 
o f the 
United 
States, 
and encouraged uoiverfa! indultry. 
W h e n 
in t h - year I 7 § 4 , the Commercial 
righti of the nation were availed by G reat- 
Biitain, the immortal W a l l i n g t o n , by d ig n i­ 
fied. lair and impartial negotiation, procured 
for his Country ample comprnfation for p«A 
injuries, and fecuruy ag dull fu tu A aggref- 
Pions. 
In the year 
1798. our G o vernm ent 
under finnier circumdate?* attempted in the 
fame manner to obtain from France, indem­ 
nity for outrages, and a recognition of our 
rights ; and when fair negotiation was found 
to be fruitlefs, they did not hefitate immedi­ 
ately to adopt mealures o f defence, becoming 
an independent and powerful People. 
T h e 
fuccefs o f thefe wife and patriotic meafurrs, 
and the univerfal fatisfartion manifelted by 
the people in their e(T-rt«, Teemed to have 
decided forever the true policy of the United 
States, 
But in the year 1806 
wh-n our 
Commercial right! wrre again attacked by 
the fame nation, which had but imperfectly 
atoned for her injuries in 1798. and in a man­ 
ner more unwarrantable, influent, and out­ 
rageous, than before, the people experted that 
the government would have recourfe to the 
fame policy which had formerly been c r o w n ­ 
ed 
with 
fuch fignal fuccefs. 
Inftesd 
of 
prompt 
and vigorous mesfures of drfence, 
they h iv e Teen the government retire from 
the coitfiirt ; and by annihilating their whole 
foreign Commerce, tacitly confefs, that they 
are unwilling, or unable, to protert it. 
'This 
apparent inability or indifpofition to refill 
aggreflion, has furniCird a pretence to ano* 
ther Prince, to retaliate on bit enemy through 
our unprotected rights. 
T h u s the United 
States are placed in a bination, utiprt c e d e n t 
ed it ii believed in the Hiflory of the world, 
being involved at the fame moment in ferious 
controversies with two mort powerful nations, 
who are them fdvea at war with each other. 
I he intrrdirtion 
of 
foreign Commerce 
for an indrfi <ite period, by perpetual L*w», 
is juflly confidered 
as a total annihilation 
• f it. 
I he people of this country 
are not 
accuftomed 
to clafs 
among 
their 
rights, 
fuch enjoyments 
and privileges 
as depend 
on the will of any fet o f men whatever : 
under fuch circumtlances they would ceafe 
to be the rights o f a free People. 
Y e t it 
is obvious that the arts laying an Em bargo 
have fufpended their Commercial rights 
; 
and if t h c f; arts ire Coufiitutional, thele 
tights can never be reflored without a co n ­ 
current art of all the Branches ot the Fede­ 
ral Government. 
T h e events now p-fiing 
at the feat of Government flrongly exemplify 
the force of this remark. 
I f one Branch o f 
the L - g . f i g u r e Ai mid be unanimot'fly in­ 
clined to remove the E m b a ig o , and even if 
the other branch 
fhould concur, yet the 
P i d i t e n t o f the United States may prevent 
the patting o f an art for filch a purpofe : and 
if afterward* only twelve 
members of the 
Senate (hon'd adopt hit Policy 
and unite in 
Supporting hi# cneafures, the Em bargo mud 
remain in force. 
Moll certainly the People 
of tin* Country never intruded to fu bj-rt to 
th- difcretm n. -y power of thirteen men, one 
of their mod -ffenti«l an i invaluable rights. 
If rh- ^X'tt-nce, or the apprehension, of war 
w W d jollify 
a tcmp«tr*ry 
E m bargo, 
the 
. p u t of tbs Cornu vUUod* would dc rn and that 


it fhould be impofed for a Hurt and d t finite 
period t f® ** lo require fiom time to time 
the fame concurrence of opinion to continue 
it, which now ii required for its r e m o v a l . 
In the art ot Congrefs pitted on the ninth 
day o f January tail for enforcing 
the pre­ 
ceding Embargo art, 
this L rg iflatx re 
fee 
with extreme pain a perfeverance in the f y f 
tem , which has proved to injurious to the 
Country. 
But they are Hill more alarmed 
from examinin g fume of the p a v i l io n s of 
this art, which appear to them bolide to the 
dignity and independence of this C om m on ­ 
wealth, and fubveifive of the civil liberty 
and conflitutional rights of its citizens. T h e y 
fee there, the rights of Individuals f u d d l e d 
to the arbitrary will ot an E x e c u tiv e officer, 
infhad of being defined aud recured by (land­ 
ing laws : fecret and variable inOrurtions 
anu orders of the Prefident, entitled to equal 
refpert with the laws o f the land : an inurfi- 
nits and almofl unlimited authority given to 
the officers o f 
the Cullom !, 
without 
soy 
warrant from a civil magifirste, to fcarch for 
and feite the property of the citizens J ex 
ceifive furttiet required of men 
who are not 
even charged with any offence / and exc.ef- 
five noes and penalties impofed : individuals 
fXpofcd t o lottes and penalties, 
far artions 
which were lawful at the time o f co m mittin g 
them : and the benefits of a trial by jury in 
litany cafe* virtu illy denied. 
If any c itit-n 
who is aggrieved Ihotild apply for cedrela to 
the laws aud judicial courts of the common* 
wealth, their prucettea may be impeded, their 
officers refilled, sud 
their authority put at 
defiance, by th? Handing army o f the United 
States under the command o f any inferior 
officer, empowered by the Prefident* 
'Thus 
whenever a petty , filter (hall be found hardy 
and adventurous enough to r x e r d f c the au- 
thorn) conferred by this -rt th- fevereign y 
and independence of the State will be hum­ 
bled in the dud / or its government mutt vin­ 
dicate by foice its dignity and its honor, and 
may be coufrquently involved in a civil war. 
This L e g i t Kure 
cannot review without 
the moll painful emotions the m e a ! u r r s \ f the 
general government, 
which they have here 
Dem conlidrring. 
T h e y cannot without the 
nioft gloomy apprrhenfiom, contemplate the 
probable confrqurncea of • p e r f e v e r a n c e in 
thofe mesfures. 
T h e y are c o n t a i n e d 
re- 
fpe rtfully, but mod unequivocally, to declare 
their convirtion that the fever*! laws before 
retched to, which interdirt the foreign Com- 
merer of the United States, and which have 
impofed numerous emb4rr*ttinentt on the 
c o a l i n g trade, mud have originated in a m if 
Coodrurtioti af the 
Federal C o nd itu iioo ; 
that they are contrary to the fpirit and inten­ 
tion of that inflrument ; and arc not warrant, 
ed by any of the powers therein given by the 
People to the Congrefs of the U nited States. 
In the hope of preventing any further 
evil 
Confr queuers from thefe me«fures, and with 
the molt ardent defire to preferve inviolate 
the Conihiution of thefe States, aud to re 
move every fotirce o f difcontenl and j-alouly 
among the difleieiit mr filbert of tile Union , 
this L - g ’Aaiure do fulemnly remotillrate a- 
gainfl the fevcral arts ot Congrefs for imput­ 
ing and enforcing the Embargo ; and do ear 
neltiy rf quell your honorable boily to t»ks the 
fame into your mod ferious confideration, ant 
by repealing them, to reflorc this people to 
their former enviable date o f Freedom, Prof* 
pc*sty. and Happincfs. 
It is impoffible to contemplate the repel 
of the fcveral arts relating to the 
E m b a rg o , 
without confidering the various fubditutes 
for this mrafure, which have been propofed, 
and which are now before tht P ub lic. 
T his 
Legiflature feel bound to exprefs the flrong 
and decided opinion they entertain on this 
fo*j*rt, before any of thefe propofed 
mea- 
fures (hall be adopted. 
T h e exprettion of 
this opinion is required bjr a jult fenfe of 
their own rights, and thofe of the State 
which they reprefeot ; and alfo by a due re­ 
gard to the fentiinents and feelings o f their 
condiments, which are well known to the 
individuals of this Legiflature, and which 
• re fo drongly difpiayed in the numerous 
p*tittons and memorials daily arriving from 
all p*rts of the Commonwealth. 
The prohibition o f all intercourfe with 
France and G r e a t- Britain and their 
refpec- 
tive dependencies, 
would 
probably 
prove 
fruitlefs and inrfficient, from the extreme 
d fficulty of enforcing its obfrrvance / and 
would thus ferve to bring into contempt th? 
laws and government of the country ; or if 
enforced, it would impofe embarraflments 
on Com m erce, nearly aa fatal as the ob- 
drurtionscreated by the prefect E m b a rg o . 
It would foon become a rellrirtion only on 
the orderly and well difpoLd part o f the 
community ; aud would finnilh ooportunities 
and inducena-n's to the officers o f 
Govern 
men?, by occafi mal i n d u l g e n c e 
and con- 
nivancr, to promote the interefls o f their 
p-rTonal or political friend!. 
But in another

It is obvious that ii 
the 
Em bargo was 
removed, 
our cititens 


would hive but little intercourfe with France 
or her dependencies. 
The total difrrgaid of 
the Laws of Nations, and the obligation o f 
u n t i e s , mamfcflcd by that G o vernm ent 
the f Sure and detention of Neutral property 
in all parts of her dominions / —.the unprece­ 
dented Decrees *giio(l N eutral C om merce 
promulgated at Berlin, at M ilan, and at B a y ­ 
onne ; would deter our c itix ns from adven­ 
turing in Com merce with her fubj rts. 
T h e 
prop fed Nou-iutercourfe therefore wou'd in 
effort, apply Tolrty to G re a t Britain. 
T h e 
natural tendency o f this me*fure, which ta 
u doubtedly forefeet! if not intended by f ,me 
o f its advocates, would ne to involve the na­ 
tion in W « r w.th (treat-Britain, a me-fur® 
which would n«cedartly produce a fatal alli­ 
ance with France. 
T h e proj-rt of arming our M erc h an tm en 
to refid feiiure# by either of the B-lligerents, 
appears to mamtefl a (pint, which when ex* 
cited in a jult cauf?, will Mlw.«yt be warmly 
approved 
and vigoroufly lupported by the 
People of Mattachufetta. 
They cannot ceafe 
to lament, that fome portion o f this fpirit 
had not b-en exhibited, in refilling the fiiif 
outrage on our fights, by the Berlin Deeres 
o f November. 1806. 
l f our G overnm ent had 
at that time exprettrd a dro o p fenfe ot this 
O utrage on the nation, and a IL rn refutation 
to vindicate and maintain its rights, they 
would have been mod cordially and tea lo u A y 
fupportcd by men d f all political parties.— 
I his proj*rt ii nd ipted now without lim ita ­ 
tion, however it may be intended by thofe 
who propofe it, would fpeeddy and inevitably 
lead to a war with G reat.B ritain. 
France 
Ina comparatively few U u i t - r s on the Ocean* 
which is covered by the (h;pa of her enem y, 
O ur vrttela would dp feldocn ^ucounteird by 
th f? of the former power, while hardly one 
would e f c ape thofe of the latter. 
A l l our 
artual collifioni would necett»rily be with 
Great Britain, who would thug be nude to 
appear to be the only aggrett.ir ; and when 
the 
public fenlib ilny w*s excited 
by thefe 
caules, the d id a te s o f rcafon, of judice, and 
found policy, would ceafe to he regarded.— 
It cannot be too often repeated, that fuch a 
W a r would necettanly involve a tMlrurtive 
Alliance with France ; an 
Alliance w h ich 
experience has Airwn to be m o r e f a t a l than 
any W a r ; and which ii u n iv e r s ity dreaded 
throughout this part of the United S ‘.i*.es, 
aa highly dangerous to the I n d e p e n d e n t o f 
the N ation , and holt ale to the liberties ol the 
W o r l d .

volntionary W ar, and by our whole hillory to 
the prefent day. 
'J hi* State was among the 
full to refill the encroachments o f the Bi itidt 
Government at that time ; her c m * na filii 
retain the fame fpirit to oppofe unjull a g g r r f . 
fiona from whatever quarter they nuy be ac- 
tempted. 
W h i le they cultivate this fe in t, 
the pledge of their Liberties and tb*-ir Inde­ 
pendence / they che nill atta thofe moral ha. 
biti and religious principles which dilli,,. 
guifhed their ancrftora, th? (fell f e t t l e s o f 
thia Country. 
W h ile vindicatin g their ow n 
rights they are admoniflird candidly to e x ­ 
amine, and religioufly torefp ert.th e righti c f 
other*. 
They can never cordially engage in
